ITEMS OF INTEREST 


FROM WASHINGTON 


Washington, Feb. 21.—The closing 
days of Congress brings the usual 
rush to get legislation through, and 


the Oklahoma delegation is busy now 
securing legislation for their state. 
Canadian Reciprocity. 
The Canadian reciprcjcity treaty is 
causing comment galore not only in 


this country and Canada but through­ 
out the entire world. The conserva­ 
tive party in England and Canada are 
bitterly opposed to it, whereas the 
liberal party is strongly in favor of 
it, believing that both countries will 
be benefitted by its final passage. 
Gore Wants Roney for Irrigation. 
Senator Gore has an amendment 
before the committee on irrigation 
for the appropriation of one hundred 
thousand dollars for drilling experi­ 


mental artesian wells in northwest 
Oklahoma. 


Live Elk for Oklahoma. 


Senator 
Gore 
has 
secured 
an 
amendment, to the agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill providing for an ap­ 
propriation of five thousand dollars 
for the capture and transportation 
of elk from the National game pre­ 
serves. He intends to get several for 
the Wichita Game Preserve in Ok­ 
lahoma. 
Republicans in a Wrangle. 
The republicans of the insurgent 
persuasion aided the democrats in the 
passage of the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty through the house, while the 
standpatters, 
including 
Uncle 
Joe 
Cannon, fought it to a stand still, and 
they went so far as to bring in a mi­ 
nority report bitterly opposing it. All 
the while President Taft is trying 
to conciliate the standpatters to his 
views. The consensus of opinion here 
now is that if the present congress 
fails to pass the president’s treaty 
that he will call an extra session and 
force its passage. 


Gore (’alls on Postmaster General. 
Senator Gore secured the passage 
in the senate of a resolution calling 
upon the Postm aster General for in­ 
formation as to whether or not the 
postal law’s prohibiting private ex­ 
press companies to transport mails 
in competition with the government. 
This violation of the postal laws is 
the cause of the postal deficit and if 
it were stopped the deficit in that 
departm ent would be turned into a 
surplus. This would be immensely 
better for the country than the pro­ 
posed increase on magazines, which 
is a tax on intelligence.

The ship subsidy bill is in the com­ 
mittee on post offices in the house.

The copper casket in which Her 
mando De Soto, the hardy Spanish 
adventurer and explorer of the six­ 
teenth century, wa3 la'd to rest un 
der the rippling waters of the mighty 
Mississippi he discovered, was re 
vealed a few days ago near Quincy 
III. 
The unprecedented low stage of 
the water in the stream has reveal­ 
ed the secret of centuries. 
For weeks the current has been 
subsiding and falling and new sand 
bars and unexpected snags and ob­ 
structions have been uncovered until 
the river has taken on the appear­ 
ance of a wet road through a stone 
quarry. 
A strange find was made by a fer­ 
ryman making a trip from Quincy to 
the Missouri side who noticed a cur­ 
ious metal object half buried in the 
nose of a sand bar amid stream. It 
resembled a section of boiler, but was 
unmistakably of copper though tar 
nished by the flight of time. With the 
instinct of a wrecker the captain 
checked the craft and putting on his 
rubber boots he waded to the bar to 
investigate and found a square cor­ 
nered box of rudely hammered cop­ 
per, and at one end he could dimly 
make out the royal court of arms of 
Spain as he recalled seeing it on a 
Spanish doubloon he had once noted 
as a boy. With the assistance of his 
crew he dug the massive casket from 
the sand and when the surface was 
scrubbed and scoured a metal plate 
was revealed 'bearing the rudely en­ 
graved inscription: 
Herando 
Jose 
Marie 
Desoto. 
Born 1406. 
Died 
1552, 
El 
Commo 
Manana. 
The ferryman recalled enough of 
history to remember the story of De- 
Soto’s death from fever while re­ 
turning from a skirmish with the In­ 
dians and his followers, at his re­ 
quest, placed his body in a copper 
casket and sunk it at night in a spot 
which no man thereafter would be 
permitted to know', and now7 after a 
flight of centuries its hiding place 
was uncovered in a most prosaic 
manner. 
The ancient receptacle was open­ 
ed by experts of the MichelJMann 
Boiler Co. Of the body no trace re­ 
mained. The centuries have destroyed 
even the bones, save the lower jaw. 
There w'as found, however, a silver 
cross, a pair of spurs and a button 
but these were all discolored and 
worn.— Temple Tribune.

mous vote the concurrent resolution 
introduced by Senator Franklin, pro­ 
viding for adjournment sine die on 
March 4 at IO p. m. 


•In support of his resolution Frank 
lin declared that it was time for the 
legislature to be getting down to 
work. He said that the present leg­ 
islature had done less up to the pres­ 
ent time than any session since state 
hood. 
’We have done practically nothing 
as yet,” he said, “nothing to pay for 
coming here. 
“Some of you seem to be counting 
on a special session, but if the gov­ 
ernor Should call a special session 
we could not go on where we stop­ 
ped at this session, but tb^re would 
probably be only a few things that 
he would specify, which we could do 
at that session.” 
An amendment was offffered in the 
senate by Senator Barefoot, making 
the date March IO, instead of March 
4, but it was defeated. The resolution 
went through the lower house with­ 
out discussion or debate. 
It is expected that the adoption of 
the resolution will have the effect 
of hurrying the legislators up in 
their work, and that more real re 
suits will be 
accomplished 
in 
the 
next tw’o weeks than in the seven 
w'eeks already consumed by the pres­ 
ent session. This is made imperative 
in view of the action of governor 
Cruce in standing pat in his oppo­ 
sition to a special session. The ap­ 
portionment of the state into con 
gressional 
legislative 
and 
judicial 
districts, the adeption of a code, of 
a general election bill, and most of 
the important appropriation bills are 
yet to be acted upon by both houses. 
“I stand just wkere I did when I 
sent my message to the legislature 
as far as a special session goes. I 
will not call a special session unless

Among the old timers who regret 
the passing of the famous Rose Hill 
mansion near Hugo is Gov. VV. L. 
Byrd \Yho in his youth lived within 
a few miles from the noted land­ 
mark. He states that 
Col. 
R. 
M. 
Jones, the builder and first occu­ 
pant of the house was one of the 
wealthiest men cf his day. He was 
a half breed Choctaw and came west 
with the tribe from Mississippi. He 
married into the noted Colbert fam­ 
ily of the Chickasaw tribe. He made 
considerable money as a trader and 
afterwards became the owner of sev­ 
eral large farms which he worked 
with his slaves. He represented the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations in 
the Confederate 
congress 
and 
al­ 
though he suffered severely as a re­ 
sult of the war, soon recovered and 
was in better shape than ever. He 
owned the St. Charles hotel and oth­ 
er large property Interests in New 
Orleans, and shortly before his death 
built a mansion at Paris, Tex., which 
was considered a wonder in its day. 
However, he died before he could 
occupy the house. 
The mansion at Rose Hill was so 
named because of the many roses 
planted by Mrs. Jones. The house was 
the meeting place of many notable 
people and its burning only serves 
to remind one how rapidly the old 
age of this country is passing away.

WHI Not Hear Bank Case Again. 
Washington, Feb. 20.—Owing to a 
misunderstanding among lawyers a-* 
to the attitude of the supreme court 
on the taking of private property as 
discussed in the Oklahoma bank guar­ 
anty case recently, Associate Justice 
Holmes today in denying an applica­ 
tion for rehearing, took occasion to 
file an explanatory opinion on the 
subject. He points out that the posi­ 
tion of the court is “not that prop­ 
erty might be taken for a private 
use, but that among the public uses 
for which it might be taken are some 
which if looked at only in their im­ 
mediate aspect according to the ap­ 
proximate effect of the taking, might 
seem to be private. In this case there 
is no out and out conditional taking 
at all. The payment can be avoided 
by going out of the banking business 
and is required only from corpora­ 
tions created by the state as a con­ 
dition for keeping on.”

TEACH BOYS TO LOVE FARMS 


System atic 
Campaign 
Against 
the 
“Lure of the C ity” Has Been 
Started in Iowa. 


Dubuque, Iowa, has instituted an 
active fight against the “lure of the 
city, ’ which is drawing boys from 
the farms and small towns to the 
large 
centers 
of 
population. 
A 
school has been established 
where 
youngsters from twelve 
to 
sixteen 
years old can live out of doors, learn 
the practical lessons of the farm and 
at the same time follow the same 
course of "book study” pursued in 
other schools. This institute is called 
"Park Life,” and was founded two 
years ago by Prof. B. J. Horcbem of 
Dubuque as an experiment. 
The plan 
is to train young boys along useful, 
interesting and healthful 
lines, 
to 
keep them busy throughout the year 
and to instill in them a real love for 
outdoor life, and,* above all, for pro­ 
ductive occupations. 
All the work of the school centers 
about "the farm,” where the boys are 
taught the simple elements of scien­ 
tific farming, how to raise the differ­ 
ent varieties of garden truck and hov 
and when to plant the staple crops, 
such as wheat, corn, rye and barley. 
The boys also are taught about cattle, 
sheep and poultry. 
In 
addition 
to 
this, 
the 
school 
grounds must be kept up and the 
youthful farmers get experience in 
agricultural 
engineering, 
such 
as 
ditch and well digging, road build­ 
ing and irrigation.
